JN the Courant of Saturday laft, the following 
Paragraph was incerted from the ‘Paris Letter. 

‘ A Report is fpread of a great Difafter befallen 
* the Confederate Fleet. 

Great Offence has been taken at thefe Words: 
And, in particular, the Author of the Review, in 
his Paper of Tuefday laft, has fallen very hard upon 
me for them, Not to enter at prefent upon the 
Queftion whether-I have given any ju/t Occafion 
of Offence at all, by publithing the faid Paragraph 
in the manner I have done; I will endeavour 
to thew, that the Cenfure pafs’d upon me by the Au- 
thor of the Review is very unjuft and injurious. 

He fays I give this Report as from Paris. But 
immediately adds,it is not for him to defire me to quote 
my Authority for this News, he doubts not I had it 
from the forreign Prints. Which either means nothing 
or means this, Thar whatever Authority I might af- 
terwards pretend for it, Thad not abtually quoted my 
Authority. _ Andis no obfcur¢ Intimation to his Rea- 
ders,that this Report, for ought that yet appear’d was 
a Forgery of my own. ‘That.this was his Intention 
appears plainly, by his charging me with /preading 
falfe News with a We bear: Which Charge he was 
fenfible he cou'd by no-Means faften upon. me, unlefs 
he could infinuate that. I was confcious to the 
framing of this Report, _Let any Man look upon 
that Courant, and judge fairly whether this Author 
could fee I gave this Report from Paris (as 
owns himfelf ) and at the fame time mor fee thar I - 
quote it from the Paris Letter. Butto proceed,’ -

And I fincerely de- 
clare, ‘tis my Opinion, that if ‘any Men have em- 
bark’d themfelves in any one Ship of the Flec: with 
Defign to blow it up, they are Rogues, very filly 
Rogues, I will nor difturb him in the Con:empla- 
tion and Enjoyment of thefe happy Flights of his Wir, 
Bur I thall take fome Pains upon the fuliowing Para- 
graph in which he has laid me on unmercifully. 

‘ This {preading falfe News, with a W wear, has 
‘ fometimes Various Ends and Defigns to bring io 
* pais in it, and the ufe to be made of it tor Parties, 
* and fpecial Service, is very remarkable; and how 
* this Gentleman will clear himfelf of, at leaft being 
* guilty of {preading fuch falfe and Alarms, 
* I know not: that he has any Defign in ic, I do not 
‘ pretend, I hope he is better inclin’d than that. 

in order to give a full An{wer to this Paragraph, 
"tis neceffary to premife a true State of the Cafe, 
I acknowledge, -that no ought to {pread falfe 
Reports rais'd by the Enemy, unlefs to expofe them : 
And that this was my Defign, I doubt not to con- 
vince all equitable Men.
